Washington enduring chaotic

WASHINGTON - So this is how it 
ends. The presidency of Donald John 
Trump, rooted from the beginning in 
anger, division and conspiracy-mon- 
gering, comes to a close with a violent 
mob storming the Capitol at the insti- 
gation of a defeated leader trying to 
hang onto power as if America were 
just another authoritarian nation. 

The scenes in Washington would 
have once been unimaginable: A ram- 
page through the citadel of American 
democracy. Police officers brandishing 


guns in an armed standoff to defend 
the House chamber. Tear gas deployed 
in the Rotunda. Lawmakers in hiding. 
Extremists standing in the vice presi- 
dent’s spot on the Senate dais and sit- 
ting at the desk of the speaker of the 
House.
